YELLOW  CREEK  COAL  COMPANY 
Bosworth,  Ky. 

1902-1924 

The  Yellow  Creek  Coal  Co.  mines  were  located  at 
Bosworth,  Bell  County,  Kentucky,  in  what  i9  known  as  the 
Cumberland  Gap  Coal  Field.  Bosworth  was  located 
approximately  5  miles  West  ’ of  Middlesboro  and  the  mining 
operations  were  serviced  by  the  L.  &  N.  Railroad,  over  which 
the  Southern  Railroad  also  had  track  rights. 

The  company  first  began  operations  in  the  Popular  Lick 
and  Sandstone  Parting  Seams,  these  two  being  opened  the  same 
year.  Coal  was  first  shipped  in  January  of  1902.  However, 
no  Kentucky  Department  of  Mines  Inspection  Reports  are  on 
file  until  1914.  J.  G.  Fitzpatrick  was  the  Company  President 
in  1914.  Coal  was  being  mining  from  the  Dean  Seam  in  that 
year.  In  1912,  the  Straight  Creek  Seam,  some  750  feet  below 
the  original  coal  seams,  was  mined  until  the  Dean  Seam  was 
started  in  1913. 

By  1914,  the  Yellow  Creek  Coal  Co.  was  considered  a 
modern  mine  by  national  standards.  The  company  had  a  modern 
power  plant  and  coal  washing  facilities.  Electric  coal 
cutters  were  employed  and  three  electric  locomotives 
comprised  the  haulage  equipment. 

The  company  issued  scrip  (Bosworth  351  series  A  and  B). 
The  scrip  is  very  rare  to  obtain,  rated  RIO’s,  except  the  A25 
and  it  is  rated  R9. 

In  1924,  the  Yellow  Creek  Coal  Company  passed  into 
history.  When  the  mines  closed,  the  company’s  scrip  all  but 
vanished.  Collectors  fortunate  enough  to  have  a  specimen  in 
their  collection  can  truly  say  they  have  a  "gem”.  Yes,  a  gem 
from  Bosworth,  Bell  County,  Kentucky.

CAGE  FOR  ANIMAL  AIR  TESTS 
By:  W.  C.  Stump 


Before  I  started  collecting  coal  company  scrip*  I 
collected  coal  company  scatter  tags,  stickers,  and  a  variety 
of  old  carbide  lamps  and  tools.  I  have  amassed  a  store 
window  full  of  items  ranging  from  a  script  machine  to  a 
tamping  rod,  and  everything  in  between.  One  item  that  my 
friend,  and  fellow  collector,  John  Podogurski ,  Elysburg,  Pa., 
supplied  to  my  collection  has  always  intrigued  me  most.  It 
is  a  small  wooden  bird  cage  used  to  transport  a  canary  in  the 
exploration  to  detect . carbon  monoxide  or  other  noxious  gas 
following  an  explosion  or  a  fire  within  a  coal  mine.  I  have 
seen  many  variations  of  these  cages  and  heard  many  stories  of 
how  the  birds  were  rendered  unconscious  and  fell  from  the 
cages  when  the  miners  entered  areas  where  carbon  monoxide  was 
present.  However,  I  have  never  heard  of  any  other  animals 
being  used  for  this  purpose  until  I  was  reading  through  a 
1914  issue  of  COAL  AGE  MAGAZINE  and  came  across  a  very 
interesting  article  concerning  a  new  type  of  cage  that  had 
been  invented  that  year  to  transport  not  only  canaries,  but 
mice  as  well.  The  story  about  the  cage  was  so  interesting, 
and  since  I  have  never  seen  one  for  sale  on  the  collectors’ 
market,  I  thought  it  would  make  for  an  interesting  article 
for  the  SCRIP  TALK  reader. 

When  using  the  traditional  wooden  canary  cage,  and  once 
the  canary  had  been  rendered  unconscious  by  the  presence  of 
carbon  monoxide  gas,  it  was  usually  R.  I,  P.  for  the  little 
yellow  bird.  The  same  was  true  for  the  unfortunate  mouse  if 
he  was  used  in  place  of  the  canary.  The  only  hope  for 
survival  and  rescue  of  the  animal  would  be  to  quickly  bring 
the  unconscious  little  fellow  to  an  area  of  the  mine  where 
the  air  was  fresh  and  brisk.  Needless  to  say,  in  most  cases, 
no  such  quick  and  thoughtful  effort  was  exerted.  Also,  an 
ample  supply  of  canaries  or  mice  must  have  been  kept  on  hand 
and  valuable  time  wasted  before  a  replacement  animal  could  be 
brought  back  to  the  location  of  the  demise  of  the  first 
unfortunate  animal.  However,  in  1914,  the  English  firm  of 
Siebe,  Gorman  &  Co.,  London,  England,  through  their  American 
agent,  N.  R.  Elmer,  Chicago,  IL,  offered  a  special  cage  that 
would  have  made  possible  the  reuse  of  the  small  miners’ 
assistants . 

To  be  able  to  resuscitate  the  unconscious  bird  or  mouse, 
it  was  necessary  to  have  a  cage  that  could  have  a  fresh 
oxygen  supply,  be  able  to  seal  off  the  bad  atmosphere  and 
allow  the  miner  to  be  able  to  see  what  was  taking  place  on 
the  inside  of  the  sealed  cage.  This  would  permit  the  miner 
to  detect  noxious  gases,  retreat  to  area  where  fresh  air  was 
present,  still  have  an  animal  in  condition  to  give  new 
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indications  on  a  later  advance,  and  save  the  operator  time 
and  money  by  not  having  to  purchase  and  care  for  a  large 
stock  of  animals.  All  this  would  be  great  if  the  cage  could 
product  the  desired  results  in  practical  use.

The  new  cage  was  made  of  metal  and  had  glass  in  the  back 
and  both  sides.  The  front  had  an  oval  air-tight  door  with 
coarse  wire  mesh  to  keep  the  animal  from  escaping.  The  door 
was  kept  open  during  the  exploration  of  a  mine.  Above  the 
cage  was  an  oxygen  cylinder  that  had  a  valve  to  discharge  the 
fresh  oxygen  into  the  cage.  When  the  door  was  closed,  a 
little  oxygen  admitted  to  the  now  air-tight  cage  would 
quickly  purify  the  air  within.  Excess  pressure  was  prevented 
by  a  special  escape  vent  on  the  top  and  rear  of  the  cage. 
The  oxygen  cylinder  served  as  a  carrying  handle  also* 

Below  is  a  copy  of  a  COAL  AGE  photograph  of  the  animal 
cage.  Since  I  have  never  seen  such  a  cage,  I  can  only  assume 
that  specimens  are  rather  rare.  I  hope  this  article  can  aid 
all  collectors  in  finding  one  for  their  collections.  Take 
heed,  Mr.  Podgurski.  Find  one  for  my  collection  as  well  as 
yours .

FORDSON  COAL  COMPANY 
Banner  Fork,  Ky.

I  often  make  the  statement  that  an  extra  good  piece  of 
scrip  can  be  found  "just  around  the  corner”.  I  guess  that  is 
what  makes  the  hobby  of  scrip  collecting  so  enjoyable  and 
intriguing.  Also,  the  semi-annual  National  Scrip  Collectors 
Association’s  conventions  provide  a  great  place  to  meet  all 
my  fellow  scrip  collectors  and  possibly  add  a  few  good  tokens 
to  ray  collection.  I  never  know  what  I  will  find  at  these 
conventions,  but  really  "hit  that  lucky  corner"  at  this 
year's  spring  meeting  held  at  Paintsville,  Ky.  I  had 
literally  just  rounded  the  corner  in  the  lobby  of  the 
Carriage  House  Hotel  when  my  old  friend,  and  Master  Scriptor, 
Harold  "Corkey"  Snodgress,  rounded  the  corner  from  the 
opposite  direction.  He  beamed  his  famous  "ear  to  ear  smile" , 
and  said:  "I  have  something  in  my  pocket  for  you  that  I  know 
you  really  need."  He  produced  an  uncirculated,  and  unlisted, 
.50  cent  ICS  nickle  plated  token  from  the  Fordson  Coal 
Company,  Banner  Fork,  Ky.  Needless  to  say,  that  token  made 
my  weekend  trip  more  than  a  success.  Everything  else,  all 
the  comradery  with  my  friends,  the  fine  banquet,  and  the 
always  interesting  scrip  auction,  only  added  to  the  delight 
of  adding  this  token,  which  completed  my  Banner  Fork  set,  to 
my  growing  collection  of  Harlan  County  scrip.  To  my 
knowledge,  it  is  now  the  only  complete  set  known  to  exist 
from  this  early  Harlan  County  coal  producer. 

As  soon  as  I  finished  mounting  the  Fordson  set  on  my 
office  wall,  I  thought  I  would  research  the  history  of  this 
company.  Hopefully  the  information  I  found  will  be  as 
interesting  you,  the  reader,  as  it  was  for  me. 

In  the  early  1920’ s,  Henry  Ford  expanded  his  automobile 
empire  and  invested  heavily  in  the  coal  mining  industry.  He 
established  at  least  five  mining  operations  in  Kentucky  and 
two  in  West  Virginia  under  the  corporate  name  of  "Fordson 
Coal  Company.  His  son,  Edsel  Ford,  namesake  for  the  ill 
fated  "Edsel"  automobile  of  the  1950’s,  was  the  official 
President  for  the  Fordson  Coal  Companies.  One  of  these 
operations,  established  in  1923,  was  located  on  Banner  Fork, 
at  Kentennia,  in  Harlan  County,  Ky.  This  area  is  now  known 
as  the  Wallins  Creek  area  of  Harlan  County,  located  on  State 
Highway  219. 

From  the  Corporate  Office  in  Detroit,  MI,  the  Fordson 
Coal  Company  operated  two  mines  at  Kentenia:  Mine  No.  1  and 
Mine  No.  2.  Approximately  200  employees  worked  at  each  of 
the  operations.  Mr.  A.  Lunsford,  of  Stone,  Ky.  ,  was  the 
General  Manager  of  Mine  Number  1,  and  Mr.  C.  L.  Younce, 


Kentenia,  Ky.  ,  was  the  General  Manager  of  Mine  No.  2.  The 
coal  from  both  mines  was  shipped  via  the  L.  &.  N .  Railroad 
from  Wallins,  Ky.  The  mines  used  both  mules  and  trolly  pole 
locomotives  to  haul  the  coal  to  the  tipple.  A  modern,  for 
the  day,  coal  tipple,  complete  with  shaker  screens  and 
loading  rooms,  shipped  run  of  mine,  slack,  pea,  egg,  lump  and 
block  coal  from  the  Wallins  Seam.  The  mine  had  a  seam  of 
coal  that  ranged  from  72"  to  84”  thick.  A  shortwall  mining 
machine  system  was  used,  making  for  advanced  mining 
techniques  for  the  early  20* s.  Fordson  ceased  operations  in 
1927. 

The  company  had  a  large  company  store  which  accepted 
primarily  the  Banner  Fork  scrip.  However,  any  Fordson  Coal 
Conpany  scrip  used  at  the  other  mining  operations  would  be 
accepted  at  the  Banner  Fork  Store.  I  have  a  .50  cent  example 
of  Fordson  Commissaries  scrip  which  was  produced  by  ORCO. 
This  scrip  has  no  cut  and  the  most  typical  type  used  by  the 
Fordson  operations  outside  Harlan  County.  However,  the 
example  I  have  was  discovered  when  one  of  the  old  camp  houses 
was  demolished  at  the  old  Kentenia  mining  camp. 

The  Banner  Fork  scrip  was  produced  by  the  Insurance 
Credit  System  company  of  Dayton,  Ohio.  The  set  consisted  of 
the  .01  cent  through  the  $1.00  and  was  nickle  plated,  except 
for  the  .05  cent  token,  which  was  struck  in  brass.  Only  the 
$1.00  and  .50  cent  tokens  bear  the  F  C  C  cut,  the  rest  having 
an  F  C  cut.  The  .05  and  .10  cent  tokens  are  occasionally 
found  on  today’s  market,  having  an  R3  and  R8  rating 
respectively.  However,  the  .01,  .25,  and  $1.00  tokens  are 
rated  R10.  They  are  truly  R10  availability  wise  for  I  have 
seen  no  other  examples  in  my  short  career  as  a  Scriptor.  I 
have  searched  extensively  throughout  the  scrip  collecting 
areas  and  know  of  few  tokens  other  than  a  scant  few  that  are 
accounted  for  in  today’s  collections.  The  .50  cent  token  is 
unlisted  and  reportedly  only  two  have  been  seen  by  the  most 
advanced  of  today’s  Scriptors.  Harold  Snodgress  had  the 
token  that  I  now  have  in  my  collection  for  many  years  and  he 
personally  has  seen  only  one  other.

It  was  said  that 
Henry  mined  the  coal  to  fire  the  furnaces  that  produced  the 
steel  for  his  automobile  plants.  All  this  may  be  true,  but 
what  is  a  fact  is  that  the  Fordson  Coal  Company  scrip,  used 
at  Henry  Ford’s  coal  company  stores  sure  have  out  lived  his 
Model-T.  The  scrip  will  continue  to  be  a  tangible  part  of  his 
venture  into  the  coal  mining  business  in  the  hills  of  Harlan 
County,  Kentucky.  Oh  yes,  my  set  of  Banner  Fork  Scrip  is 
rarer  than  a  new  Model-T  as  far  as  I!m  concerned.  Who  knows, 
by  attending  the  next  N.  S.  C.  A.  Convention,  to  be  held  in 
Oak  Hill,  in  the  fall,  you  also  may  turn  the  corner  and 
find  a  good  piece  of  scrip  for  your  collection.  Who  knows, 
it  could  be  better  than  a  Model-T  Ford  as  well. 


THE  CANARY  BIRD  /  SAFETY  LAMP  CONTROVERSEY

In  a  recent  article,  I  wrote  about  the  use  of  canary 
birds  to  test  for  carbon  monoxide  and  other  noxious  gaB  in 
the  coal  mines.  The  canaries  and  mice  were  commonly  used  by 
the  mining  industry  well  into  the  early  1900 *s  to  test  for 
carbon  monoxide  and  other  gases  in  the  mines.  The  coal  miner 
was  often  quoted  as  saying,  ”1  am  willing  to  go  anywhere  the 
canary  survives."  However,  with  the  ever  growing  number  of 
mining  operations  throughout  the  United  States  and  the  world 
after  the  turn  of  the  Century,  came  more  and  more  deaths 
involving  carbon  monoxide  and  other  noxious  gases.  The 
faithful  canary  was  failing  to  give  accurate  information,  and 
the  inaccurate  readings  resulted  in  more  frequent  accidents 
and  mine  fatalities.  The  new  mine  safety  lamps  were  in  their 
infancy  in  the  early  1900’s.  However,  they  had  not  gained 
the  confidence  from  the  mining  industry  as  had  the  use  of  the 
canaries.  This  was  to  change  in  late  1915  when  the  results 
of  an  exhaustive  tests  comparing  the  canaries  and  the  new 
safety  lamps  were  made  public.  The  report  of  these  tests  was 
published  in  the  November  20,  1915,  issue  of  the  COAL  AGE 

MAGAZINE. 

As  stated  in  the  article,  "The  Bureau  of  Mines, 
Pittsburgh  Station,  conducted  two  separate  tests  to  compare 
the  resistivities  of  a  canary  bird  to  oxygen  deficiency  with 
the  new  safety  lamps.  The  tests  had  been  conducted  during 
the  exploration  of  two  mine-fire  areas.  Duplicate  air 
samples  that  were  collected  during  the  first  exploration  at  a 
point  1,000  ft.  from  the  fresh-air  base  showed  on  analysis 
only  6  and  7  per  cent  oxygen  respectively,  yet  the  canary 
bird  was  apparently  not  affected.  The  safety  lamps  were 
extinguished,  however,  before  the  apparatus  crew  advanced  to 
the  point  where  these  samples  were  collected.  On  the  second 
exploration,  to  a  point  2,000  ft.  from  the  fresh-air  base, 
one  air  sample  showed  only  2  per  cent  oxygen,  and  the  canary 
was  of  course  overcome  long  before  this  point  was  reached. 
However,  the  bird  was  carried  back  at  once  to  the  point  where 
the  analysis  had  shown  7  per  cent  oxygen,  and  when  the 
apparatus  party  returned  in  20  minutes  they  were  surprised  to 
find  that  the  canary  had  revived  in  that  atmosphere.  All  the 
analyses  were  made  with  an  Orsat  apparatus  at  the  fresh-air 
base  inside  the  mine.  The  atmosphere  contained  practically 
no  carbon  monoxide.  The  ability  of  the  canary  bird  to  live 
in  an  atmosphere  so  low  as  to  be  fatal  to  human  life  was  most 
important  to  the  future  mine  safety."  It  demonstrated  that 
it  was  absolutely  necessary  for  the  coal  miner  to  carry  the 


more  accurate  mine  safety  lamp  to  test  for  oxygen  deficiency. 
The  report  stated,  "The  candry  may  be  used  to  indicate  the 
presence  of  carbon  monoxide,  but  that  is  all." 

From  all  the  information  at  my  disposal,  the  canary 
birds  were  used  well  into  the  middle  1920’s  and  for  many' 
smalleh  mines,  into  the  early  1930 ’s.  The  U.  S.  Bureau  of 
Mines,  and  various  State  Mining  Departments  made  the  use  of 
the  mine  safety  lamps  mandatory,  thus  ending  the  era  of  the 
canary  birds.  This  indirectly  made  possible  the  great  safety 
lamp  collections  of  Lester  Bernstein,  John  Podgurski ,  Mark 

Ballard  and  countless  other  collections  throughout  the  world.
